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Bagriotti teach that methoxymorpholino doxorubicin (MMDX, instantly claimed active agent) inhibits solid tumors and Kuhl teaches that the 
methoxymorpholino derivative of doxorubicin has broad spectrum antitumor activity and also that it is activated in the liver to a metabolite 
that is ten times more active. Gornubova teaches in general that Intrahepatic arterial infusion chemotherapy allows for creating high 
concentratins of an antitumor agent in the organ affected by tumor. Hence it is logical that one would administer an antitumor agent like 
MMDX that is activated in the liver via intra hepatic infusion. One of skill in the art also knows that such an infusion will reduce systemic 
toxicity. It is also logical that lipiodol (iodized oil) be administered in combination with MMDX since it has shown therapeutic effects when 
administered with the closelly related adrlamycin. The instant invention is rendered obvious. 
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
